BowrTHING UNDERSTANDABLE IN TEE TAX
1 Aws.—The Washington correspondent of the
Press, under the head of “Taxves Repealed,”
lately made the following statement: -

*Tne new tax bill provides that from and after
the 18t of Octobey next all taxes imposed n CAat-
nnfu. watches, planc-fortes, yachts, billiard tables,
and gold and sitver plate shall cense, together with
the taxes mpon boats, barges, Nats, legncio < and
successions, passporls, and gross receipts of rail-
road, lesurance, aud other companies. After the
185 of May, 1871, the special or license tax now tm-

apon il kinds of dealers, phystolans, lawyers,
rokets, olalm agents, ote, will be dlscon-
tinued, excapt thet pald by distillers, bhrewers,
cigar and tobacco manufactarers, The tax oa
also ceases after the 1st of October, exeept
that pald by stemps hroker’'s tax), together with the
glamp dotles on promissory notes for less amonnt
than $100, soch notes now reguiring a fve-ocent
siamp, ‘The two-cent stamp upon receipta [or
money 18 abolished from October 1, and the Income
tax of 8% per cent. on all over §2000 shall he col-
lected omly during tha years 1870 and ISTL The
licensa tax due May 1 has already been patd in ad-
vanee for the prr'.m-'m year, hence persons will not
be called upon again for that.”

The sentence beginuing “After the fdrst of
Mauy, 1871," in the loregoing statonivnt, is calen-
lated to decclve, as it does not tell the whole
atory, for the latter clanse of section 1 of *‘the
Act to reduce Internal Taxes,” approved July 14,
1870, says, ‘‘But this act shall not be hold to
rapeal or in any way affect the apecial tax on
brewera by sald soction” (79¢h seétion act of
June 30, 1804, a3 amended by section 9 of the
act of July 13, 1860, as amended by seclion 2
aat of March 2, 186%), “or for the specinl taxos
imposad by tho act approved Jaly 20 1865, on-
titled ""An Act impnain:f taxes on distilled spirits
and tobacco, and for other purposes,’ or the acts
amendatory thercol. )

The act of July 20, 1868, Imposed special taxas
upon distillers, rocilfiers, compouniers of
Niguors, wholesale dealers in lquors, refail
dealers in liguors and manufacturcrs of stills;
also upon dealers in leaf tobacco, denlers In
manofactured tobaceo, manuiacturers of Lohacco,
and manufeacturers of clgnrs,

This act was further amended by the act ap-
}rmvml April 10, 1860, whick struck ont the
ourth paragraph of section 59, rolating to retail
dealers in liquors, a portlon of the fith para-
graph, relating to wholesale dealers In liguors,
and that portion of section HY relating to coms-
sounders of liguors—making the latter roctifiors

¥ the amendmgnt—and Imposiug special taxds
of twenty-five dollars upon retall dealers in
liquorg, and of one hundred dollars upon whole-
enln dealers in lignors,

The ease, as it stands now, continues afl
speclal taxes as herotofore until May 1, 1871,
and persons now in businegss or commencing
before May 1, 1871, will be liable for special
tax to that date, the samae as before the approval
of the act of Jaly 14, 1870. After thal date such
gpecial taxes will be assessed and collected only
from distillers, brewers, rectifiers, wholesale
dealers in liquors, reinil dealers in liquors,
mannfacturers of atills, dealers in leaf tobueco,
dealera in manuiactured tobaceo, mannfacturers
of tobaeco, and manufncturers ol cluars,

After October 1, 1870,
sales iimposed by the internal revenus lnws now
in force are ropealed, excepting such taves on
sales as are by existing lawa paid by stamps, and
the taxes on salesof leaf tobaceo, manufactarad
tohacco, snull, cigars, foreign and domestic dis-
tilled epiriis and wivnes imposed by the act of
July 20, 1808, and the acts amendatory thereol,

The New York Sun of to-day says:—

The Twenty-third street murder was the ali-
abzorbing topic of discussion In every pari of
the city vesterday. That the popular interest
excited by the tragedy is In powise abated is
evidenced by the manper in which ev cr{y flying
rumor, no matter how improbable or ridienlous,
wis eaught by the public and commented upon.
The most notable of these was

THE RUMOR OF AN ARREST,
whieh proved upon investigation (o be incorrect.
How It originated no one seems to know. Cer-
tain it ie that itz anthorship cannot be charged
to the much-abused reporters, as it was first
announced, 8o far a5 we ecan ascertain, In the
Supremoe Court room and at the Stock Board,
The story ran to the effect tbat a plumber
recently  in the employ of Mr. Nathans
bad been arrested, and that the watch and
bosom studs of the murderod man were
found in his possession. Very many, over-ready
to enlist any suspicious circumstance in support
of the theory that Washington Nathan com-
mitted the marder, expressed the opinion that
the story originated with the family of the de-
coazed, and was intended to divert public atten-
tlon from the son. They did not stop to think
how unlikely any sane person would be, for
such a purpose, to invent o story that would be
gure to be 20 soon exploded.
